clu&ively tbeir own and an Insight that you 
neier dreamed of Their company 13 good 

But beware of their Ideas on seamanship 
They will voice the usual belief that eingle- 
handers are mad and that any port in a storm 
is better than no iort. both of which beliefs are 
rank heresy But listen to them when they 
talk of using tb^ lead* for the sounding lead is to 
a seaman what his nose Is to a bound and more 
They will probably tell you that a fort} pound an 
chor Is heavy enough for anj one man to handle 
fn a tideway but as the si/e of the yacht yo 1 
Intend to handle later on must defend on the size 
of the anchor jou can manage without assistance 
and on nothing else you will do well to leraero 
her that there is a veteran who has been sailing 
single banded aro ind the English Coast for some¬ 
thing like forty years who u«es an anchor weigh 
ing a 1 undred and twenty pounds for a yacht of 
some thirty tons reg ster 

And he does not buoy his anchor and leave it 
in a tide rip when the glass is falling and he is 
in a hurry to be off He gets it up and inboard 
and cats it down on decl sailor wise before he 
starts Things Ule that depend on seamanship 
and seamanship can be learned only on the high 
seas from personal experience Spend ino*t of 
your time tl en on the high seas In jour little 
open Sailing boat and in your spare time s udy 
the ways of fishermen 

The basis of your future independence will be 
your sea anchor and jou must never under any 
circumstances or for any reason whatever put 
to sea w thont one Jt Js nothing but a canvas 
bag distended on an iron ring and lashed on to 
the end of a rope or warp Without It you are 
at the mercy of the wind and waves but with it 
If you use it properly you ark absol itely safe 
And its i*e 1^ one of tb° simplest things con 
rrected wftb a boat 

Most accidents at sea occur when running for 
shelter before a storm or from running before 
the wind until it is no late to heave to without 
swamping the boat Get into your head that the 
safest place In a storm is the oj en sea and the 
most dangerous place is the entrance to a harbor 
With your sea anchor out in front of you at the 
end of a good stout warp to keep your boats nose 
into the wind you will be safe in any storm 
that blows provided that with se^manlike dl3cre 
tion jou have furled jour sails and made every 
thing fast la time And provided that your boat 
Is of the right sort you will be warm and dry 
So get in the way of using your sea anchor even 
when there Is no necessity and learn to place lm 
plicit confidence In it 

The next most important thing to your sea an 
chor Is the lead you absolutely must learn to 
lake soundings You will discover that there are 
easier things to do than to handle a small boat 
and take soundings at the same time even in 
shallow water but If you try hatd enough and 
often enhugh you will fit d oat h6w to !o It and 
gradually you will realize bow it is that captains 


coasting schooners 
can smell their way from port to 
port in a fog though It will be 
some time before you will be able 
to perform that feat of seamanship 
yourself 

Any one but a single hander who 
witnessed your early efforts would 
laugh at you but after a little 
while it will dawn on you that the only opinion in 
the world that really matters is that of other 
single banders and even then only to the extent 
that it agrees with your own A single hander is 
always an opinionated man and before you have 
been a year at the game you will be as opinion 
ated as the rest of them 
Taney working hard for tw'o seasons in an open 
boat and dreaming all the while as you will be 
dreaming of the little yacht you mean to have 
when you can trust yourself to handle her and feel 
that at last jou can do her Justice—and then 
sharing her with a hireling * VVouldn t you rath 
er wait even another season If necessary and 
ba\e her all to yourself* One more seasons care¬ 
ful planning will do your probpects no harm There 
will be thousands of things to think of—not least 
of them is the rig and the tonnage of your yacht. 
No one can advise you on those two points be 
cause no tw 0 single handers think alike 
But although no single hander ever took any 
ones advice regarding the type or size of yacht 
that he should purchase there are certain broad 
rules that may be laid down for the guidance of 
the beginner And the first of them Is Never 
buy a jacht of any kind without first of $il sub 
mittlng her to the examination of an independent 
expert Later on you will become an expert your 
••elf but as you intend to trust your yacht with 
your life It would be an unseamanlike and lub¬ 
berly thing to do to buy one without taking every 
reasonable and possible precaution 
The next thing to bear in mind Is that the last 
thing that you want for jour purpose is a yacht 
of the racing type You are going to live on board 
jour vacht possibly for weeks at a time You 
need a yacht that will be dry and warm and com 
fortable You want headroom down below and 
room to cook and stow your stores and spare sails 
And a large water tank Is an absolute necessity 
A jacht of the cruiser typo Is what you must look 
out for Whatever her rig she must have a long 
straight keel so that she will heave to and stay 
hove to and lake the ground when necessary or 
in case of accident on an even bottom 
One more rile must be emphatically laid down 
for the beginners guidance a« lhat Is that pow 
er in any shape or form electricity petroleum 
steam or gasoline Is something belonging to tho 
devil to be dabbled with perhaps by yachtsmen 
but (o be eschewed—along with all other con 
trivances of the devil—by the single hander 
Knowing what; you know now' of seamanship 
you can cross the Atlantic if you want to and 
pick up the Bishops Rock Light on the other 
side some fine morning Doesn t that appeal to 
jou’ Never forget as you l e there In the bosom 
of the «ea to pray for the unhappy landsman who 
has to make his bed on dry land and has yet to 
taste his freedom and the feeling of unmitigated 
bliss that belongs only to the single hander 
But he must be a selfish man this single band 
er thib hern It of the deep who keepg to himself 
on his little yacht is he’ Ask the other fellows 
the men that know The sea does not breed self 
ish men The single hander has looked alone at 
the broad Atlantic racing foam topped before a 
shrieking wind aid laughed in the teeth or it 
His heart is too bold foi meannesses Out on the 
sea there he has learned to know himself and he 
knows how to look over and beyond the weak 
nesses of others The only thing that could make 
a single-hander mean would be to take bis yacht 
aw'ay 

Go then and be a single-hander You will 
ne\er forget it as long as jou live In health and 
strength and peace of mind and everj'thing that 
counts for happiness you will be better off and 
you will meet with some new adventure every day 
jou live Show' me a single hander and I will 
show you a good citizen one that will fight for his 
country if need be n man who when the horizon 
loo«vs gray and ugly win know that there i 3 blue 
xvatpr somewhere out bejond it and will set out 
with hatches battei ed down and sails double- 
reefed and with proper and seamanllke ca tlcn to 
find Jt 

Hes not what you would call spectacular On 
board bis yacht he usually wears a sweater that 
once was clean and an old pair of flannel trousers 
His feet which are usually bare are unhandsome 
from hard use and sun and salt water He is 
as much unlike the fashionable yachtsman as any 
one you co lid imagine And he doesn t talk much 
But he Is a man who has formed a habit 01 get 
ting there and though the place he wants to get 
to is seldom much good from a business point of 
view he is none the worse citizen for that Its 
the getting there m the teeth of the weather that 
counts not the reward at the other end 
Go and be a single hander

was a Jess amount of the same mineral The 
mucous membrane of the paunch was so severely 
burnt that It *ould peel off at the touch This 
brick like rock (called by geologists laterite) is 
j composed of silicate of aluminium and Iron oxide 
which latter gives it the red color Archdale who 
has had a lifelong experience with cattle had 
never seen a similar case but rightly attributed 
poisonous qualities to the rock and immediately 
sent away samples to various chemists' Some of 
the replies were to the effect that no poison could 
be detected others stated that potassium nitrate 
was present but not In sufficient quantities to 
cause the disastei It remained for Mr V K 
Chesnut (the eminent chemist of the Bozeman 
Agricultural experiment station) to clear up the 
mystery after he had examined numerous samples 
of rock In a conclusive letter to Mr Archdale 
he po nted out that the animals *ere poisoned by 
an efflorescence which exuded from the porous 
rocks containing nitric and sulphuric acid salN 
of sodium and potassium—In other words crude 
saltpetre The quantity varied of course with 
different samples which would explain some of 
the favorable verdicts returned 
The report went on to state Two ounces Is 
sometimes sufficient to kill a horse and from 
four to eight ounces are nearly always fatal to 
hordes and cows No doubt remained as to the 
correctness of Mr Chesnut s diagnosis as the 
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chemist s description of ail the symptoms and 
postmortem appearances exactly coincided with 
the careful observations made by Mr Archdale 
The latter was still further convinced by the 
following statement The whole course of the 
sickness sometimes covers only a few hours and 
in a few cases death bas been observed to follow 
within five minutes after taking the salt 1 hanks 
to the skillful diagnosis of the Bozeman chemist 
the cause of the fatalities has now been decisively 
ascertained but the question still remains as to 
how these losses are to be prevented In future 
The cattle In question (which are chiefly Here¬ 
ford with the remainder a cross between Here 
ford and Shorthorn) either roam over free prairie 
or are confined In a 5 000 acre pasture the country

uiiding Trunks for Flying Machines 


Probably tbe biggest trunks ever built are four 
which weije made to order about a year ago by 
a New' YoVk manufacturer and which were de¬ 
signed to carry aeroplanes 
There were two of these flying machines both 
monoplanes and to carry them there w-ere built 
four giant trunks a trunk for each flying ma 
chine body one trunk in which the four wings 
each divided into two parts were packed and 
a fourth trunk in which were stowed four pro 
pellers 

Each of the body trunks Is 36 feet long by about 
45 inches square The trunk for the wings is 25 
feet long and 12 feet broad at one end and 9 feet 
broad at the other while the trunk for the pro¬ 
pellers is 9 feet long 

These tremendous trunks are finished outside 
in the usual fash on canvas covered with metallic 
trimmings They are so strengthened and trussed 
as to enable them to stand the strains to which 
they are likely to be subjected in use Of course 
no baggageman that ever lived could sling those 
trunks around and in fact the body trunks cant 
be got into an ordinary side door car and have to 
be transported in end door freight cars The 
trunks have been at least once to the Pacific 
coast and so far under the stress of handling and 
travel they have stood up well 
Very likely these are the only aeroplane trunks 
ever built hut there are made to order many 
trunks for many odd uses Theatrical trunks 
built to order are designed to stand wear end 


thev do Besides trunks for the theatrical pro 
fession generally there are many special trunks 
made to cqntaln apparatus used in special acts 
by stage performer* and there are bui t also 
trunks for traveling musicians for orchestra play 
ers or for vauleville performers 
Perhaps the most extraordinary of all instru 
ment Irunls is the harp trunk -which is not only 
of great size but also of peculiar shape Another 
big and remarkable trunk is that made for the 
carrying of a bass viol This trunk like ^ftat fo” 
the harp is made to conform to the shape of the 
instrument A bass viol trunk Is 6^ feet in 
length Smaller trunks of the same style are 
made for cellos ^ 

Many brasB instruments are carried by hand in 
specially made holders but bras^ instruments are 
also carried about In trunks specially made for 
them The player of a big bass horn for in 
stance inay I ave a trunk especially built for It 
This w'ould be a big trunk m shape and propor 
tions of a convention trunk type but Inside there 
is formed a padded and plush lined deep pocket 
shaped everywhere perfectly to fit the instru 
ment In all its varying dimensions including the 
big bell a pocket into which the big born fits 
snugly and in which it rides safely There may 
be brass instrument trunks in which several 
horns of smaller si 2 es may be securely stowed 
The xylophone player may have a spec f al trunk 
The xylophone wdaen played rests on a table and 
the player wants a table that !n every way Just

cut by the incisors acting against 
the pad which takes their place In — 
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the upper jaw When the animal has taken In as 
much food as it requires it seeks a place of safety 
if wild or settles down In the field If domesti 
cated and proceeds to regurgitate that Is to say 
bring back the food it has taken in and chew it 
up in the powerful mill formed by lts cheek or 
molar teeth When the food has been re swal 
lowed it is taken into the reticulum or honey 
comb chamber of the stomach where it is acted 
upon by the digestive Juices and Is then passed 
on through the psalterium or manyplies the abo 
masum and pyloric opening into the small lutes 
tine 

When a ruminant Is engaged in chewing the 
cud after a mouthful of food has been masticated 
and swallowed the animal as may be seen if a 
herd of recumbent cows are watched short !3 aft 
er their meal will remain perfectly still for a 
few seconds after which a kind of convulsive 
movement will be observed in the throat fol 
lowed by the sudden upward movement of a 

bolus through the gullet Into the mouth to be 
masticated 

The most striking feature in the structure of 
members of the ox family is the development of 
the foot Both the horse and the ox tribe have 
developed towards the one end of great speed over 
firm ground and both have become specialized a! 
most as completely as possible but they have 
adapted themselves in different ways In the case 
of the horse the middle toe has been developed 
and the ethers suppressed The ox and Its tribe 
on the other hand have developed the two cen 
tral toes hence the name of their sub order Artio- 
dactyJa 

This specialization has entailed an enormous 
extension of the two bones corresponding to the 
middle bones of the hand (raetacarpals) and of 
the foot (metatarsals) these have also become 
more or less completely fused in the different 
members of the family consequently the joint cor 
responding to the human wrist has become the 
knee in oxen Our illustrations showing the 
bones of the fore foot of various members of 
these two suborders Artiodactyla and Perisso¬ 
dactyla (or odd toed) will make this point clearer 
than much discussion It will he seen that the 
hoofed (ungulate) animals really walk on the tip 
of what corresponds to the finger nails in man 
and the claws In carnivora and not on their feet 
at all if feet are looked at from the point of view 
of creatures like ourselves who walk In plantl 
grade fashion 

One of the most fascinating studies in connec 
Hon with natural history is the way different 
members of the same family win modify and adapt 
themselves to the varying local conditions to be 
met with A glance at our Illustrations will show 
the wide extent of these variations At first sight 
the weird auroch or wild ox of Poland recorded 
by Count von Herbereteln in 1549 bears a greater 
resemblance to the phantom of an evil dream

self is al*o remarkable for its shortness j 

Another Interesting progenitor of the ox is the (

World endures Then famine This sister came 
later than pestilence and her ravages have been 
more dreadful In this age and quarter of the 
world we do not have famine in the same guise 
as that in which she visited the middle ages and 
still visits Asia Our people do not die and rot 
upon the streets as In Lucknow or Nanking 
But famine stays longer with us when she comes 


She visits us in unemployment and adversity 
She drags out her curse over the years The 
crust may imt be wanting but tbe horrible waste 
and charge of the armaments upon the western 
W'orid withhold from the mouths of countless 
thousands the nourishing food to which their hard 
toll entitles them Famine as the child of war 
means for ue the untold billions that are 
squandered on battleships which in a few' years 
are junk to the robbery of legitimate industry 
Hatred between peoples fratricidal enmity Is 
another child of war This ugly sister of post! 
lence and famine ve have had with us many 
years In America Even to this day after half 
a century she w'aves her bloody shirt iff the halls 
of congress Then there 13 arrogance which is 
war s legitimate offspring and deceit for all Is 
fair irf war and the student La the military 
academy Is taught first of all to fool the enemy

Philadelphia—Employes of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company on its 
lines east of Pittsburg and Erie will 
not strike Acceptance by a commit 
tee of the men of an arbitration pro¬ 
posal and a concession offered by the 
company brought about a way of set 
tling grievances The federated com 
mittee of the Brotherhood of Train 
men Order of Railway Conductors and 
the Brotherhood of Firemen and En 
gineinen regard the agreement as a 
victory It Is provided that in the 
event of the company extending the 
electrification of its lines the steam 
railroad men affected shall hold their 
.positions or others paying the same 
wages 

Berlin Germany—According to ofll 
clal statistics Just published there 
were 2 4G6 strikes during the year 
1911 in Germany In which 219 809 
Btrlkerfl were involved a considerable 
increase as compared with 2117 
strikes and 155 680 strikers in 1910 
Of the total number of strikers 2 391 
were attacking strikers and 175 de¬ 
fending strikers The greatest nura 
her were connected with the building 
trade Of the total number of strikes 
497 ended successfully partly Buccess 
ful were 1 18C non successful 883 
The lockouts amounted to 232 when 
138 364 were locked out 

New York —As a sequel to the an 
nouncement that seven coastwise 
steamship companies with whom tie 
seamen have been negotiating would 
not recede from their decision to era 
ploy labor on an open shop basis lead 
ers of the unions of the firemen and 
seamen issued an order for a general 
strike The leaders say 35 000 men 
firemen and seamen are well organ 
ized and they hope to induce 40 000 
longshoremen in New York and other 
Atlantic coast ports to go out 

Chicago —To a large extent says 
the Chicago News steel and iron are 
taking the place of lumber as raw 
materials for manufacturing purposes 
made of iron ore products supplanting 
many of those made of lumber And

ready for some progressive action In 
the near future 

London Eng—There has been a 
large increase In the membership of 
the Amalgamated Society of Railway 
Servants in England Ireland Scot 
land and Wales The fortieth annual 
report shows an increase from 75 153 
to 116 516 during the year The so¬ 
ciety s Income was $561 006 being 
nearly $100 000 in excess of the last 
fiscal year The historic national rail 
way strike is the evident cause of the 
tremendous growth in the organiza 
tlon 

Hastings on the Hudson---The strike 
which has been In progress for two 
weeks at the National Conduit and 
Cable works Is over and the men re 
turned to work The company has 
agreed to give them advances of five 
cents in wages—the men wanted an 
Increase of 23 cents—and the company 
has also agreed to recognize theAmer 
lean Federation of Labor although 
they will not make the shoy a strictly 
union one 

Sharon Pa—After a three days 
shutdown for the Fourth of July all 
of the mills of the United States Steel 
corporation in Sharon and Farrell re 
sumed operations in all departments 
The sheet iron mill of the American 
Sheet & Tin Plate company which 
closed down about ten days ago for re 
pairs resumed The National Malle 
able Castings company s works also 
started 

Chicago—The thirty seventh annual 
convention of the Amalgamated Aseo 
elation of Iron Steel and Tin Workers 
reoently held here arrived at a de 
cision to ask for an advance of 25 
cents a ton on the rate of puddling 
making the base $5 25 on a 1 cent 
card rate each succeeding advance 
giving the puddler an Increase of 16 
cents instead of 12y a cents as at pres 
ent 

Omaha—It is reported that the 
eighteenth annual convention of the 
American Federation of Musicians 
held recently started a plan to raise 
funds for the purpose of relieving the 
widows and orphans of the members 
of the Titanic, band and in addition 
to erect a marble shaft to the memory 
of the musicians who perished In that 
disaster

MATERIAL FOR HIP SHINGLE 

No Necessity for Fancy Kinds as 
Ordinary Shingles Last Long 
Enough and Look Better 

(By A O STEIN Minnesota > 

There are many fancy hip shingles 
to be had Some use tin or galvan 
ized iron cut to suitable length and 
width 

Have you ever tried using ordinary 
shingles cut to a level at the butt to 
conform with course line?'’ 

I use the hip shingles four and one 
half inches wide on the roof of a 
house If lower down for window 
hood porch roof etc I use the 
shingles narrower—about two and a 
half to three inches wide 

After laying the double course a 
on both sides of the hip you lay 
shingles b and c The dotted 
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Position of Hip Shingle 

lines above a indicate chalk lines 
which to make plain are not spaced 
right but too far apart 
You may shingle by straight edge 
I never do The dots represent nail* 
which should be just far enough up 
on eblngles to be covered by the next 
course 

The second course Is laid over c 
and b then d la laid on the 6ec 
ond course e” shows ordinary 
course cut to conform with hip 
Shingles laid along the hip with 
the grain of wood nearly straight do 
not have the tendency to split like the 
three-cornered pieces but rather help 
to hold down those underneath 

In trimming off the three-cornered 
pieces of the regular courses I use a 
sharp chisel about one and one half 
Inches wide and to finish off I use 
a smooth plane with handle having 
iron set quite coarse Is easier and 
quicker than paring all with a chisel 
getting the edges of shingles straight 
and a better fit. 

As tbe hip shingles will be of the 
came quality as the rest of the roof 
they ought to last as long and they 
certainly look right too

for the treasure-hunting ad 
venturers * 


The most ardent seeker of 
these troves was King John Most of his time 
was spent in hunting burled treasures of other 
centuries assembling the gold and Jewels of 
England and burying them again Only those 
groups of known value and of certain or nearly 
certain location can be mentioned In tbis article 
bo numerous are they 

It was known that the King had knowledge 
gleaned from old documents that the Romans 
during the time of their occupation had great 
Quantities of gold silver Jewels and plate in a 
fashionable resort In the north of England and 
being cut off In the rear by an invasion of Piets 
and Scots burled it In a vast trove near the old 
Roman wall in Northumberland 
King John made extensive explorations and 
found a large cache made at a later period but 
did not find the more important store of wealth 
Ho removed his find to Hermitage Castle and 
according to all accounts the masonry of the 
wall was opened from tho outside and the treas 
ure hidden once again 

Once since his day the true clue to the Roman 
cache was found and lost again through the bm 
tallty and stupidity of some English county of 
ficfals In Northumberland 
Two poor and ignorant farm laborers were 
working in a field on the line of the old Roman 
ruin one day and sa*. down in the shade of a 
heap of stones for their lunch Idly they turned 
over a large stone and in the bottom of the cavity 
left they saw an enormously heavy chain 
Pushing away the dirt until they could get bold 
of it, th«y drew It out- It was several feet in 
length and weighed enough to make a burden for 
both of them Seemingly it was brass and they 
left It till the next day when they were working 
with a cart At evening they loaded it in the cart 
and carried it home leaving It against the wall of 
the stable as a curious but useless find 

One Sunday when Idling with some neighbors 
they fell to discussing the chain and one of the 
neighbors scraped it with a knife He said it 
looked and felt more like gold than brass and 
was very soft Taking a broken link to the mar 
ket when he next went the elder of the two 
finders submitted it to a Jeweler who pronounced 
!( solid gold of a very fine quality 
The neighbor who bad made the discovery of 
the nature of the find thought he sho lid have 
half and be let in on the secret of the remainder 
Thin was refused eo he Informed the authorities 
and the two peasants were arrestedy spent a long 
period in Jail and as a result of the Ill treatment 
one of them went insane 
The older had steadfastly refused to disclose 
the Bpot where the chain was found having taken 
an oath when he was flogged in prison that be 
would never tell any one Th<s was bis method 
of getting even and It proved very effective 
It is curious indeed that the termination of 
the great treasure hunter and hlders career 
should be marked by the Interment of wealth in 
an amount as great, or greater than that in 
volved in any of his previous exploits 
In bla historic flight King John b party carried 
with it not only an enormous treasure in the 
store of gold that represented the royal funds 
but a cumbersome weight of treasures he had ac 
quired and more valuable today than all the 
others—the full regalia crown jewels and In 
signia of the great orders of which the King was 
head 

The British Museum and the various orders 
would pay at least $25 000 000 for the recovery 
of these and yet it does not E«em a difficult mat 
ter Some Individual or syndicate with the proper 
backing could easily look up the circumstances 
as contained in the old records and make a con 
sistent determined effort. 

The royal fugitive and retinue were riding In 
haste around the dip of the Wash and the anl 
mala on which the precious load was carried 
mired so frequently in the lowlands that it was 
decided to cache the treasure 
The King and a few faithful noblemen superln 
ended the work impressing some peasants for 
the labor The records state distinctly that the 
interment took place precisely where the road 
crosses the river to Lynn 
The old road raD where there Is now a morass 
in Bpring and fall baked dry In summer A few 
years ago during the drought season some farm 
ers sinking a well bo as to water the cattle that 
were feeding on the marsh grass struck an odd 
crown of solid gold but made no further excava 
tion 

By the time London heard of the find the sea 
son had changed and the spot was a swamp once 
more There is no question in my mind after 
reading all accounts that the treasure is there 
and can be excavated with a steam shovel floated 
on a barge into the mouth of the great Ouse 
In 1709 -when England was at war with the 
Netherlands H M S Lutine sailed from Tar 
mouth for Cuxbaven She sank off the island of 
Veleland at the mouth of the Zuyder Zee and 
only two of those aboard were rescued She car

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ried gold and silver specie It was later learned 
that sho was insured for $5 941 665 
The United Kingdom was literally girdled with 
sunken treasure in tbe latter part of the six 
teenth century Sir Francis Drake returned In 
1580 from his great Journey of exploration to 
California and he had an adequate Idea of the 
vast amount of gold which was being carried in 
Spanish ships from Mexico and South America 
to Spain As a matter of fact there was so 
much of it in Spain that the possessors did not 
know what to do with it and tbe idea or the 
great Armada may have been conceived as much 
to find a glorious means of expending the royal 
wealth and the wealth of the ambitious nob es as 
to have a method of diverting the attention of 
the poorer classes who were very.little better 
off‘In spite of the flood of gold that had come 
to the Peninsula 

However that may be the great Armada Is 
usually considered a magnificent adventure which 
was meant to crush the power of England at 
sea and to humble the kingdom o a state of 
practical vassalage to Spain her bitter enemy 
The English ships were well trimmed raeagerly 
fitted \ easels for war—war and nothing else The 
Spanish ships had in some cases silken sails 
many splendid canopies on poop decks gold 
mounted cannon and even the lowest estimated 
accounts say that from seventy to one hundred 
millions in Spanish gold and silver was the sum 
total in treasures distributed among eighty great 
ships 

How Sir Francis Drake and the British ad 
mirals and captains fell on tbe fleet and scat 
tered it how in battle after battle It was worsted 
is a matter of history familiar to every one Tbe 
bull of the Armada driven by a great storm was 
hurried Into the North Sea and vainly endeavor 
Ing to circle by the Orkneys and the Shetlands 
and get back to the Bay of Biscay through the 
Minches, the North Channel Irish Sea and St 
George s Channel was wrecked in strange waters 
It is impossible In brief space to go Into detail 
concerning all of these rich sunken wrecks Each 
of them that is known has its more or less defl 
nite history and from some of them millions of 
dollars worth of trappings and treasure were 
recovered In the years following soon after the 
gigantic disaster 

One of the Spanish Armada ships the FJoren 
cia went ashore in the Sound of Mull in 1588 
She had a vast treasure aboard and when she 
was attacked by a band of Scots her commander 
blew her up The Duke of Argyll spent a fort me 
in the search His ancestors have been hunting 
since 1684 and in 1667 an announcement was 
made public that the old records showed that 
there was $30 000 000 in money on her besides 
the gold and °llver plate None of It has ever 
been recovered although the Argyll family have 
the full information of where the wreck lies 
The Cavalier treasure of Marstoa Moor is an 
othei famojs cache For centuries the villagers 
near the historic field where the Roundheads and 
Cavaliers contended have been thrown Into great 
excitement by finds of gold pieces and by the ar 
rival of parties of strangers who tbe villagers im 
aglne have come to look for tbe treasure 
The story of this trove is that before the battle 
owing to the necessity of shifting headquarters 
of the Kings government so often the army 
funds in four chests each of which could be 
transported en pannier between two large horses 
was brought to the Cavalier camp A sudden 
descent of the Roundhead cavalry cut off the 
treasure and its guardian who held out stubborn 
ly till dark then buried the treasure hastily 
The Cavaliers retreated expecting to receive 
reinforcements and regain possession of the treas 
lire but the battle of Marston Moor followed 
The ground was torn up v 4 h hoofs fire swept 
part of the plain and the marks were gone so 
it has remained undisturbed ever since No not 


quite undisturbed—a village cow found it but 
she did not appreciate her advantages and couJd 
not havq told {ier master if she bad 
It Is a well 1 nowu fact that when certain forms 
of stomach trouble affect cow r s dogs and other 
animals they seek metal oxides and will swallow 
nails rusty Iron and bits of jewelry This par 
ticular cow was so troubled Her grazing ground 
included part of the general locality in which 
the treasure Is known to lie She was noticed 
licl Ing tbe rusty hinges of the pasture gates 
licking an old plowshare and some weeks later 
she gave evidences of being In great pain The 
wiseacres of tbe village were called In council 
and decided that she had swallowed something 
that disagreed with her and partly out of cu 
riosity and partly through desire to save the 
beef by killing her before she died tbe owner 
had an end put to her misery and an autopsy 
was held Imagine the excitement when the 
butchers opened tho stomach and amid nails bits 
of iron and copper found a number of gold pieces 
of the Cavalier treasure and a small latch lock of 
the type of which there must have been several 
on every one of the treasure chests The soil 
had been washed or had been plowed over the 
treasure and the cow had found it and absorbed j 
her mortal end Tbe wlsacres then told the own 
er that if be had but kept the cow alive till she 
returned to the spot where she had found the 
treas ire he might bare watched her and soon dis 
covered it He worried over his folly till he 
grew so despondent that be hanged himself 
The square face of Gibraltar made sc familiar 
In America by use in advertising in reality fronts 
be landward side Between the Rock and the 
mtlnland runs a flat sandy «trip that Is neither 
British nor bpanish Gibraltar ha3 alw r ays been 
a great haunt of smugglers and tbe neutral strip 
has always been their greatest danger ground 
In 1870 the dangerous /Theron band desisted 
from smuggl ng long enough to run some cargoes 
of arms into Spain for the use of Don Carlo3 
and his army After securing some $450 000 they 
set out to effect a retirement from Gibraltar and 
made their way to Jaen where a w-ealthy mer 
chant w r as known to have some $600 000 collected 
in readiness for use In the Carlist cause Under 
pretext that they had instructions to deliver a 
shipload of munitions to him at Malaga and dis 
playing tbe documentary evidences of their late 
deal with Don Carlos they persuaded the mer 
chant to accompany them on the road to Malaga 
When a fitting opportunity came they murdered 
him threw his body into a dry ravine and with 
their weight of wealth in gold and English notes 
set out for Gibraltar The body w'as found sooner 
than tt ey had expected and they were p rsued 
Some ten miles from the neutral ground they 
were overtaken and a running fight occurred in 
which Casprey one of the outlaws was killed in 
a most spectacular manner 
Four of the outlaws crouched among the rocks 
and held the pursuers at bay anxiously awaiting 
Theron s return Put when the dawn came they 
found that he had buried the treasure turned tbe 
mules Jose and was making his way b^k to them 
when a bullet had stretched him out dead on the 
sand 

Seeing this tbe four now tried to retreat to 
the Rock one after the other but they were 
shot down 

When it was found that tfcere had been over a 
million dollars in booty with the party a careful 1 
search was b*gun but the, drifting sand had 
obliterated the necessary traces and it has never 
been recovered 

The wind Is constantly carrying away the sand 
on this zone and the Gitani and others who fre 
quent it keep a sharp eye out for the rusted cor 
Her of a steel box Some day the money will be 
found In fact search with a magnetic lustra 
meat could disclose it today if some one on the 
spot only thought of such a device \

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dawn I started off to search the valley at the 
mouth of which we were encamped The morn 
ing wa 3 beautifully dear and I took matters 
somewhat easily as I had left directions for one 
of our Mongol escort to follow me up with the 
lunch and my pony for as usual with these 
gentlemen he was late and enjoying his easily 
earned twelve hours repose Needless to add 
I saw nothing of Mm—nor of the lunch—that 
day Working my way steadily up the half 
frozen stream at the bottom of the valley after 
a while I made out the forma of two rams at the 
head of the nala They appeared to suspect noth 
Ing and soon began to feed on the new grass 
shoots Then two finer rams came to view I 
felt I was In luck but there s many a slip 
Scanning the rugged ground and looking for the 
best way to approach them l soon recognized 
that It was not such an easy matter To follow 
up the stream bed over the snow and Ice meant 
being seen The left side of the valley a slope 
of broken rocks and shale was equally out of 
the question l therefore resolved to try the 
righteide- though not without misgivings on ac 
count of the-§now slopes and forbidding looking 
precipices I concluded that if I succeeded in 
tracking this right side that I should be able 
to work roind and above the sheep After wait 
log for an hour the fine beasts made things 
somewhat easier for me by feeding down and 
behind a small rocky point During my long 
■watch I had been dreading lest the Mongol with 
the ponies should appear and scare away the 
sheep Chancing this however and judging 1 
knew' my Mongol J started off up the stream 
Some little way oq I managed to cross on a 
snow bridge expecting at any moment to disap 
pear through the soft snow Then followed a 
Jong and steady ascent over huge boulders of 
broken rock Interspersed with soft wet shale 
Here was where the local knowledge of the man 
on the spot would have been in\aluable for I 
had not been able up to this to discern that 
to reach the high ridge immediately above the 
sheep was impracticable A change of plans was 
therefore necessary Holding on I tried to scale 
the rocks to the right which rocks I am con 
▼inced would have delighted the heart of an Ibex 
or thar Had a hunter been with me I could 
have succeeded in this clambering ascent as it 
was I had to work down to the lower ground 
again and make the best of a bad job across the 
open A bad job too it turned out for having 
got within one hundred yards of the ridge be 
hind which the sheep had disappeared to my 
disgust I discovered two rams standing on the 
top staring straight down at me Sinking slowly 
to the ground I sfit motionless One ram then 
moved behind the ridge and the other having 
been joined by a third followed 6 uit The last 

sheep carried a fine head and was very white_ 

evidently an old one As they had moved off 
slowly I hoped that I might find them feeding 
and be still able to get on terms but they took 
no chances and when I got to tie tep cf the 
ridge there was not a sign of them I was Just 
about to retire when X saw a grand *,Ight Sev 
«ral thousand feet above rue were m) five rams 


stalking quietly away along the top of a stony 
ridge The leader who was the largest and 
whitest had thick massive horns and they all 
with one exception would have made a fine 
trophy I congratulated myself on thus getting 
a second chance and watched them as they went 

fitlltily along in the way they move when 
scared At U ngth the procession stopped and 
they lay down on the steep side of the slope from 
whence they commanded the whole of the valley 
Off I went again over huge Eharp boulders of 
broken rock but I was soon held up on coming 
to a large open patch of deep snow There was 
nothing for it but to wait patiently and make my 
self as comfortable and tv arm as possible among 
the boulders 

After an hour or so about 1 30 p m they 
rose stretched themselves scanned the whole 
country side and again moved slowly off away 
to the north They were evidently In a nenoua 
mood following them after a while I crossed 
the snow patch ploughing through the snow 
which In places was up to my middle and fol 
lowing In the deep tracks of the herd 

It was stiff work and was followed by a still 
stiller climb to the top of a razor backed ridge 
This I descended the rams still In view The 
ground here was quite open but wild sheep us 
ually look for danger from below and I remained 
unnoticed They finally disappeared slowly 
round the slope of a high rounded hill about 
eight hundred yards ahead I quickly started off 
to gain the crest of this hill hoping to intercept 
the game but was doomed to further disappoint 
ment There was not a sign of them My 
aueroid here registered eleven thousand feet and 
wre had reached the highest part of the downs A 
cold wind was now blowing mists came rolling 
up out of the valleys and it looked like snow 

Taking up a couple of holes in my belt and a 
pull at my flask I followed along the north face 
of the mountain Avoiding the patches of soft 
snow In which I noticed the marks of 6 heep s 
hoofs suddenly on the opposite side and some 
way below I saw my five old friends evidently 
bent on shifting their quarters still further to 
the west They must have got my wind Clouds 
occasionally hid me from the sheep so under 
cover of these I determined to make a dash 
back for less open ground and to move down 
and try to get In a «hot I had now been steadily 
on the move for over twelve hours and had 
worked back towards the open valley though 
away from the camp My hurried move failed 
Now that the excitement of the stalk was over I 
vented deep anathemas on the Mongol s head for 
not having brought up the ponies When within 
a mile or so of camp I was met by our whole 
retinue who had turned out to conduct me In 
Search parties had gone out thinking I was lost 
After a hearty meal of our standing dish—Has 
sack mutton—I soon turned In and thus term! 
nated one of the hardest and most pleasant days 
which have fallen to my lot and certainly one 
that I am never likely to forget 
The next few days I spent loo dug for those fine 
old rams again but without success for these 


sheep when thoroughly scared travel many 
miles and successfully hide themselves 
Leaving camp at 4 30 one morning shortly be¬ 
fore dawn the two hunters and I had not been 
long at work when the Kalmuk pulled up short 
but too late for we had been seen first by a 
flock of nine rams who were taking their early 
feed on the side of a steep ravine Off they went 
towards higher ground but In no great baste 
Riding up to the ridge along which they had dls 
appeared we dismounted and soon viewed them 
again They were some distance off feeding on 
an open slope which appeared to be secure from 
attack b t,4h*ro was one weak spot After 
scanning the herd and noticing three or four 
good heads anJong them I started off with Husein 
to 6 talk A warm Job it proved up that steep 
loose shale slope and the pace was perforce 
slow At length we made the crest and took It 
easy to study the situation The wind though 
light was shifty bit all seemed well for the 
herd were busy feeding They were what ap 
peared to be about one hundred and fifty yards 
off but on a slope somewhat below us The dif 
fficulty was to select the finest head for to raise 
* ones self more than enough to Just peep over 
would have soon ended matters Under such cir 
cumstances one Is always apt to be deceived a3 
to which head is going to beat previous records 1 
The question however was brought to an abrupt 
conclision by the herd getting their heads up 
and beginning to look suspicious In another 
second they would have been off so taking a 
quick aim I fired at the chest of what looked lifce 
the largest as be stood head towards me A rqsh 
and a stampede ensued across the soft face of 
the steep slope below us The animals were so 
bunched up that it was Impossible to pick out the 
largest and the result of ray three shots was to 
bowl over a moderate-sized one only The herd 
then disappeared at racing speed and when next 
seen they were in the big valley a long way be¬ 
low We descended and cut up the dead sheep 
This fDished and the old Kalmuk carrying the 
head over h*s shoulders we rode off round the 
slopes after the herd K eventually pulling up and 
dismounting at the end of a long spur Here 
while on the look out w© suddenly saw the herd 
now only seven Jn number come bolting back 
towards us evidently disturbed In their flight 
by my fellow sportsman who Just then appeared 
on the top of the mountain The ores looked 
lil e charging straight at us but swerved off and 
made up the mountain except one who over 
come by fright or curiosity forgot his usual cun 
nlng and stoiped to have a look at me I heard 
the clop of the bullet as It struck and he 
jumped completely round then disappeared round 
a small spur a short distance off Feeling quite 
elated at such good fortune I followed up ex 
pectlng to find the sheep lying dead Imagine 
my disappointment—he had vanished There was 
no time to be lost so starting the Kalmuk off 
in pursuit over the shoulder of the mountain 
Husein and 1 took up the blood tracks Twice 
during this latter proceeding I heard the report 
of the Kalmuk s blunderbuss and momentarily 
expected to see him return smiling thus think 
Ing all was right we returned to where the 
ponies had been left They also had all three 
vanished leaving portions of the first dead 
sheeps carcass scattered about the mountain 
side It was some time before we had all col 
lected again and the Kalmuk returned having I 
understood had a great chase after the wounded 
ram and marled it down in a nala net far from 
where we had started the day^ work Loading 
up the ponies away we went again searching 
fruitlessly for a long time among the numerous 
nalas Thing 3 looked bad It was getting late

scrlption corresponds to the modern town of 
Khotan in esatern Turkestan on the Khotan river 
yet other Indications point to Leh in Kashmir on 
the Indus river and it may mean Kunduz on the 
great Amu Daria river a stream as long as the 
Ohio but in so remote a part of the world that it 
la rarely even heard of 

Genghis Khan which meahs chief of all chiefs 
was TemudJIn a Mongol and chieftain of the Gol 
den Hordes His domain In 1203 comprised all of 
China Turkestan Persia and Kaptchak or Boutb 
era Russia and it was about this time that he 
established his summer captial at Clandu Here 
It was that he Instituted the peculiar system of 
fiat money which made gold pieces playthings for 
the children of the poor Itound pieces of the 
inner bark of the mulberry tree were stamped 
with the royal mark and so passed current as 
money Within the bounds of the country all 
trading was done with these pieces of bark back 
ed by the force of imperial arms instead of by a 
treasury reserve 

Merchants came In caravans from all western 
Asia bringing gold Jewels and merchandise of all 
sorts and all these they exchanged for mulberry 
bark fiat money and with it bought freight for 
their caravans The result was that finally all 
the gold and jewels of all Tartary drifted in thin 
but steady streams to Clandu and stagnated there 
decreasing in value till they were useless They 
were stored In vaults and burled in great caches 
In tens of million dollars worth When the em 
pfre fell the flat money became useless The pos 
sessorB of the gold w-ere being slaughtered and 
driven off as slaves leaving the treasure behind 
them In quantities too great for the mind to com 
prehend Where Is it now’ In what dust drifted 
valley’ What student of oriental literature and 
European accounts will trace out the location of 
Uiandu and recover the vast hidden fortunes? 

Some one will doubtless uncover a very large 
treasure In the natural course of events in or 
about the strange gigantic castle of Marld at El 
Jowf Arabia Every new advance made by the 
antiquarians and the Biblical scholars makes it 
a llttl^ more clear and certain that here lies a 
hoard that Is one of the richest In the world 
In a large oasis supporting the largest popula 
tion of Northern Arabia El Jowf is a peculiarly 
Isolated spot best reached by riding from the 
Mecca pilgrimage railway or by caravan from 
Ithera The castle stands to the north a monster 
pile of ruined sandstone now utterly deserted 
and feared and shunned by the Jofees of the re¬ 
gion They say strange sights and rounds are to 
he seen and heard there at night and that once

ure bringing It all to El Jowf and hiding It In 
the castle

same category with the entertaining yarns of 
the Arabian Nights But earh year o? study of 
the reiils of the ancient peoples of Egypt Arabia

and Palestine produces corroborative evidence in 
carvings writings and traditions that El HadJ 
was a great treasure-collector that the supposed 
fabulous boards he is supposed to have found 
once existed and that so far there is nothing to 
show' that El HadJ was ever despoiled or that h!s 
treasures were found and dissipated by his sue 
cessors 

Carroll Neide Brown In 1896 or 1897 discovered 
nineteen Greek inscriptions built into the outer 
face of the Acropolis at Athens in that corner 
where there are evidences of Turkish or Roman 
repairs These inscriptions have been translated 
after a great deal of study of the older languages 
and they tell of the stowing away of many gold 
and sllvfer vessels and in many cases give the 
local* ^ ^and the date of the burial of them 
There^re the troves of Nineveh Babylon Tyre 
and Sidon the gold of Ophir of Solomon and of 
the eastern emperors In eleven cases the dates 
of caches location and the value are given and 
there lg inscribed a note of a treasure which Is 
interred with a vase dedicated to Athena near 
the Erectheum Twenty years before the finding 
of this tablet by Carroll Neide Drown the vase 
referred to was found but the treasure was not 
It is expected that great discoveries will be made 
at Hessaelek and Elalea by following out the di 
rectlons of the ancient Greeks 

It has been said that the life of the Dutch boI 
dier of today consists of three periods Anxiety 
over and enthusiasm concerning the Life of In 
undation dreams of the buried 'treasure of Soera 
bayan temples figuring off the days till pens on 
time One portion of this is literally true so far 
as it pertains to the troopers sent out to Sumatra

Strictly speaking the treasure haunted temples 
are not those near Soerabaya alone for fronj 
Acbeen n Sumatra to Kupang in Timor one 19 
never sure when one Is not walking over the site 
of a cache from some temple or shrine not far 
away The mountains are a continuous ridge In 
the center of the long narrow islands and in the 
dense growth of the sides stand old buildings of 
uncertain age though it Is now' believed that they 
were built some twelve hundred years ago at the 
time of the conquest of the Islands by people of 
Aryan blood and Buddhist belief from India A 
great and prosperous empire once existed there 
falling at last before (disease and insular w'ars 
When the final calamity was at hand and raid 
ing piratical bands according to the old Sanskrit 
records were devastating the realm the priests 
In each locality were compelled to despoil every 
temple and shrine of the great wealth of jew-els 
gold and silver and hide it in the earth In caves 
in the mountains Then came the Moslem raiders 
and that was the end of all hope of ever restor 
ing to the temples the gold and silver overlaid 
work and to the eyes ears and fingers of the 
Idols the beautiful Jewels taken from them 
Gradually the secret of each cache has perished 
save in one or two localities where Buddhist

of finished product Roughly figured 
the dozen mills closed would turn out 
more than 75 000 pieces of goods a 
week The mills use about 2 200 bales 
of cotton a week

is getting practical results from his realization 
of the fact that methods must accommodate 
themselves to changing conditions 

At the annual convention of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers held recently 
in Boston the electrical farm was considered in 
a paper by Putnam A Bates He discussed in 
some detail^ the work now being done by farm 
era who are developing the arid districts of the 
west showing that irrigation and electricity are 
the iyo factors that promise most for the future 
whpre nat ral conditions are for the most part 
against the farmer Irrigation came fir«t and 
then the advantages pf electric pow el* pumping 
were ’realized The so-called electrical farm has 
been in existence for a dozen years or more but 
it is only recently that there has been an organ 
ized effort to disseminate knowledge on the prac 
Weal hse of electricity in agriculture 

Referring to the southwest and to the elec 
tr c farm as he found It there Mr Bates says 
In some sections of that wonderfully fertile 
country well protected by the high mountain 
ranges practically every farm is an electric 
farm Thta is to say the buildings are lighted 
by electricity and many of the laborious opera 
tions are accomplished \>y the use of electric 
power These really were our first electric farms 
the period of their establishment corresponding 
with the development of the water powers of the 
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more progressive farmers The up to- 
date farmer is very much aware of 
the fact that the regular grooming of 
cows increases the supply of milk 
and counts strongly for cleanliness 
He now has an electrical device for 
doing this 

One of the most interesting elec 
trieal devices on the modern farm )3 
the telephone In the old days the 
men and women were called from the 
fields for dinner by ttye blowing of a 
horn or by sending the small boy 
trudging across the field with the 
good news The modern farmer s men 
take to the fields with them a tele 
phone which can be rigged up near 
where they are working and receive 
messages from the house by that

On the majority of these farms irrigation is 
practiced and quite naturally electricity was first 
made use of for pumping purposes ,Then under 
the influence of progressive local central station 
operators It was almost universally adopted for

I can recall seeing electric lights and the 
electric flatiron In use In the farm hom^ on the 
Pacific coast eleven years ogo The people were 
content to enjoy the advantages which these 
Improvements made possible to them but did

eight v-ears of actual work there have been dug 
” 090 miles of canals and more than nineteen 
miles of tunnels mostly excavated through 
mountains The total excavation of rock and 
earth amounts to 77 200 000 cubic yards There 
have been built 670 miles of roads 1 r 'C 0 Hies 
of telephones and there are now in operation 
2 5 miles of transmission lines over which sur 
plus power and light are furnished to several 
cities #nd towns 

The small farms and villages grouped about 
these developments give the effect of suburban 
rather than rural conditions The cheap power 
developed from the great dams or from numer 
oi s drops in the main canals Is now utilized for 
the operation of trolley lines which reach o it 
into the rural districts bringing the farmer In 
closer touch with the city It runs numerous 
industrial plants for storing handling and man \ 
facturing the raw products of the farm The 
same power is used for lighting and heating In 
the towns and for cooking in the homes On 
several of the projects the farmers are applying 
for electrical power and in many farm houses 
electric power is utilized for many domestic pur 
poses 

More than a million dollars has been invest 
ed in the development of power on the Salt 
River project of which the farmers have volun 
tarily raised $800 000 The sale of the power up 
to the beginning of the present year amounted 
to $144 000 with the plant only partially con 
structed This revenue will contribute material 
ly toward lessening the cost of operating the irrl 
gation system 

On a large milk farm at Plalnsboro N J 
electricity is used for lighting clipping cows 
operating a bottling machine spinning on tin 
foil caps or seals on bottles cutting ensilage 
running a sawmill pumping from a deep well 
grind^rg feed and elevating it to storage bins 

The fact that this is a commercial plant 
turning out dally from 3 600 to 4 000 quarts of 
mi k where an exceptionally high standard of 


for perfect cleanliness immediate cooling and 
keeping the milk at a low temperature compels 
such dairy farmeis to adopt devices that will 
be most Helpful in obtaining these results There 
H a milk dairy in Morrlsto\ n N J where the 
wall* cell ngs and floors of all rooms in which 
the milk is handled are washed down daily both 
morning and evening—the electric lighting fix 
tures being entirely water tight 

Dairying and stock raising are usually fol 
lowed where land needs upbuilding in fertility 
and in either the silo is a necessity cutting up 
succulent forage crops and storing them In the 
silo for later use being the accepted method of 
preparing the feed To do this the farmer roust 
have power but a ten horsepower electric mo^ 
tor with its capacity for momentary overload 
will do the work that would stall a gasoline eh 
gii e rated at twelve to fifteen horsepower 

The farmer can easily recognize the advan 
tage of the electric motor for this operation and 
when once adopted he soon wants to use the 
current for grinding feed baling bay and other 
purposes 

On the dairy farm however electricity of 
fers other opportunities as It is the most con 
venlent form of energy for operating an artifi 
cial refrigeration plant the cream separator 
churn and butter worker 

Cream separators while often turned by 
hand on small dairy farms are more frequently 
driven mechanically where considerable cream 
Is handled Except In the very large sizes they 
requre not more than a on°-fifth horsepower mo¬ 
tor and they are in operation only for a com 
paratively short time The operating cost there¬ 
fore is practically negligible 

There are In use many designs of electric 
milkers especially on dairy' farms where there 
is a great deal of milking to be done and hand 
milkers are not available in sufficient numbers 
Likewise electricity Is now being used exten 
sively for cooling and aerating and the ice¬ 
making electrical dev ice Is not unknown to our

Former Fire Chief of New York Plans Unique 

Demonstration 

Former Fire Chief Fdward F Croker of New 
York city is planning a unique yet highly impres 
sivo object lesson on the prevention of fires in 
dwellings He recently purchased ground for a 
new house In the suburbs and now he announces 
that when his $30 000 home Is completed he will 
demonstrate its fire-proof qualities by attempting 
to burn it His grim experience while fire chief 
of the metropolis in seeing eo many lives sacrl 
fleed each year to the demon of flames fed on 
flimsy materials both In buildings and their fur 
nlshings Is hack of his commendable plan to et 
fectually prove that there Is a safer and saner 
way 

The house will be completely furnished at the 
time explains Mr Croker with rugs draperies 
and furniture of artistic patterns But everything 
In the place will be proof against fire We shall 
fill each room with vood shavings and cotton 
waste cn which kerosene has been poured We 
have such confidence In the material employed in 
the bouse Itself and In the fire proofing qualities 
of the furniture that we are sure they will come 
out of the ordeal unscathed 

The building Itself will be constructed of fire¬ 
proof block which can be worked up Into most 
artistic effects During Its manufacture it was 
subjected to excessive heat The exterior will 
be In the Italian villa stvle—the first story in 
white the second in red with a red tile roof 

Not a particle of wood will be used anywhere 
Inside or out Doors window frames sashes and 
trim will be of fireproof material The floors will 
be of a substance that looks like wood but which 
Is chemically impregnated with resistant mate 
rials The furniture will be of fireproof sub¬ 
stances on which fire has absolutely no effect 
In parts the Edison concrete furniture will be 
used 

The sanitation will be perfect The corners 
of eveiy room will be rounded there will be a 
vacuum cleaning system and so the dwelling will 
be insect and rat proof Closets will be fitted 
like Innovation trunks with all the fixtures la 
stamped metal and lined with tile The different 
appliances In them will work on ball bearing 
rollers Kitchen sinks and drain boards will be 
of aluminum 

There is now no fireproof hou^e In existence 
and more llve 3 are lost through the burning of 
private houses than through fires In factories or 
other buildings

PROGRESS IN FUEL BRIQUETS 

Th s Country Still Lags Far Behind 
Some of European Countries 
Especially Germany 

Considerable progress has been 
made in the development of fuel bri 
queuing In the United States during 
the last tw'o years according to Ed 
ward W Parker In a statement Just 
made public by the United States 
geological survey This country bow 
evr still lags far behind some of the 
European countries particularly Ger 
many In this line of industrial activ 
ity In 190.4 the production of fuel 
briquets in the United States was 
139 661 short tons valued at $652 697 
an increase of nearly 65 per cent in 
quantity over 1908 in 1911 the pro 
ductlon amounted to 212 443 short 
tons valued at $769 721 the increase 
in two years amounting to 72 782 short 
tons or 62 per cent In quantity and 
to $317 024 or 70 per cent In value 

In Mr Parker s opinion more atten 
tion should be given to this industry 
as on It depends to a considerable de¬ 
gree tbe utilization of*some grades of 
fuel which are now wasted or sold at 
less than the actual cost of produc 
tion Th© reprehensible practice of 
shooting bituminous coal off th© 
solid'*—a practice notably prevalent 
in the fleld3 of non-coking 4oal in the 
Mississippi valley—produces an inor 
dinate proportion of slack which 
might be made into briquetB 


German Invention of Particular Inter 
est Because of elimination of 
Dangerous Acids 

A German vacuum Ice machine 
made la sizes adapted for use Iff th© 
home is of interest because It does 
not involve the use of sulphuric or 
other dangerous acids It may be op¬ 
erated by hand or by a small electric 
motor the smallest type of machine 
producing from 4 to 6 pounds of Ice 
at each operation 

The apparatus consists essentially 
of two communicating drums attached 
to a common shaft the smaller drum 
being provided with an outer casing 
having insulating walls The ice is 
formed as a circular shell between 
the smaller drum and the outer casing 
with which this drum is provided The 
larger drum which is hermetically 
sealed contains an absorbent liquid 
chloride of zinc containing L small 
proportion of water This liquid half 
fills the drum the remaining space be¬ 
ing a vacuum and serves during the 
life of the machine 

In the operation of making th© Ice, 
gas Jets under the large drum are 
lighted and the drum slowly rotated, 
the heat driving off a part of the wa 
ter in the absorbent liquid th© wa¬ 
ter passing in th© form of vapor in¬ 
to the smaller drum where it is con- 
dei sed by means of cold water, which 
is made to flow over thia drum When 
the distillation of the liquid has pro¬ 
ceeded sufficiently the flam© Is ©xtin> 
guJsbed the smaller drum is then cov¬ 
ered with its annular casing* and wa¬ 
ter is poured In until the space be¬ 
tween the drum and cover Is filled A 
water Jacket is then clamped over the 
larger drum and water Is passed 
through It to cool the absorbent liq 
uid The apparatus Is then again 
riowl) rotated and as the absorbent 
liquid cools it causes evaporation and 
absorption of the distilled water In 
the smaller drum Thus the tempera^ 
ture of th© smaller drum la greatly 
lowered and the water between thl» 
drum and Its casing Is frozen

Shattering the widely accepted be 
lief in which le himself shared that 
he would not live to celebrate nine 
fiimhcisaries of his elevation to the 
Vatican throne 1 o; e Plus X coinpM 
ed. the other day U e ninth year of bis 
pontificate 

The odd superstition that he 
would die before was based on the 
manner In which his holiness entire 
life has been divided into ^nine j ear 
periods Aa plain Giuseppe Sarto he 
was ordained a priest In 185$ and 
Berved as a curate for nine years 
Then followed his promotion to the 
post of parish priest at Sa?7ano 
where he remained for nine years 
more Next came nine years as chan 
cellor of his diocese nine as Bishop 
of Tantua and nine as cardinal and 1 
patriarch of Venice 

So firmly vas he convinced that 
this division of his life would continue 
to the end that he frequently express 
ed to friends the certainty he felt that 


nine years would terminate his pontificate a termination possible only with 
his death

No soldier who had served with 
prominence in the Civil war and who 
was afterwards elected a member of 
congress ever attracted more attention 
from the galleries than did Gen Wil 
llam S Rosecrans Old Rosie as hla 
soldiers called him when he entered 
the house of representatives In 18S1 
He had as a colleague Gen Joseph E 
Johnston with whom he was on most 
friendly terms and in the senate were 
Gens John A Logan and Ambrose C 
Burnside and a little later Gen Wil 
Ham Mahone Rosecrans was the per 
soniflcatlon of sincerity of perfect de 
mocracy and he had as 60 many

first opportunity l asked the general 
If he would tell me whether he 
thought Eads plan was practicable or 
not 

I have no doubt abo it the practi 
cabflity of the construction of a 6hip 
railway across the Tehuantepec isth 
mus he said with emphasis It lsn t 
a very difficult scheme from an «n 
glneer s point of view Ail that would 
have to be done would be to build a 
railroad of six tracks that could ac 
commodate platform cars then the 
ships could be hauled from the At 
lantic harbor by an incline to these 
cars constructed on the dry dock bjs 
tem and then the locomotives would 
haul them across the Isthmus to the 
Pacific side And vice versa The 
only trouble with Eads plan Is that It

opment i6 now under way as regards 
a central railway though I am not to 


.And I venture to make the prediction 
to you that within the next fifteen or 
twenty jears a true transcontinental 
line will be built across the Tehuante 
pec Isthmus and when it is Mexico s 
progress as a commercial nation will 
be magnificently advanced v 
L General Rosecrans did not live long 
enough to see the completion of the 
Tehuantepec railroad—an event that 
belongs to the twentieth ceptury— 
but in the last years of his life—he 
died in 189 S—be was greatly gratified 
to learn that this important Mexican 
trans continental line which will com 
pete with the Panama canal for 
freight and which 30 years before he 
had advocated wa3 at last under con 
struction

In the summer of 1894 a committee 
of the United States senate of which 
Senator George Gray of Delaware was 
chairman spent several weeks in In 
vestlgating accusations publicly made 
that members of tbe senate during tbe 
consideration of the so-called Wilson 
tariff bill bad speculated In tbe se¬ 
curities of the American Sugar Refln 
lng company commonly called the 
sugar trust 


The sugar schedule in tbe Wilson I schedule 


tariff bill occasioned prolonged and ex 
cited discussion' in the senate Some 
senators were in favor of reducing the 
tariff on raw sugar to a nominal point 
while many other senators favored In 
creasing the rate and while the dls 
cussion was in progress the accusa 
tlou was publicly made that various 
senators had been speculating in 
sugar and so speculating that their 
votes upon the sugar schedule would 
favorably affect their venture into 
the stock market 

In the course of the investigation 


accusations it was suggested that ev 
ery senator be called before the com 
mlttee and made to testify under oath 
whether or not he had been Bpeculat 
lng In sugar at any time during the 
pendency of the tariff bill This was 
done and every senator testified and 
every one with a single exception de 
nled having directly or indirectly 
speculated in tbe securities of the 
sugar company The one exception 
was the late Senator Matthew Stan 
ley Quay of Pennsylvania who frank 
ly and courageously testified that he 
had speculated adding that he had 
closed his speculative accounts be¬ 
fore the senate had voted upon the

Rufus Choate became a student 
under me In Latin Doctor Bond told 
my father years afterward I thought 
that when he entered the classroom 
for the first time he was the hand 
somest lad I had ever seen His hair 
was brown and very curly his eyes 
were dark he had a beautiful com 
plexion But It was after all a 
singular Intellectual revelation which 
was In his face his manner and his 
speech which especially attracted me 
and I am sure all of hlB fellow stu 
dents 

His translations of the Latin 
classics were beyond any comparison

Shuster obtained a position aa a ste¬ 
nographer in the war department at * 

Washington When the Spanish war 
broke out he was made assistant sec 
retary of the commission that had 
charge of the evacuation of Guba He 
was^then only twenty one Shustor 
remained In the Cuban customs eerv 
ice three years and when he got 
through was special deputy colector 

of customs for Cuba This was in 1901 and Shuster was twenty four years 
old A collector of customs for the Philippines was needed It was one of 
the big administrative bureaus of the governments colonial possessions 
Shuster was chosen When Shuster had done everything In the way of work 
In the Philippines he returned to Washington and started a law practice He 
was a success as a lawyer and relinquished a paying practice to take charge 
of affairs In Persia 

The present situation in Persia which Is well known to ail readers of 
the news Is what took Shuster from America and a lucrative law practice to 
the general treasurership of that crumbling empire

Washington—A settlement of the 
protracted wage and working condi 
tions controversy between the south 
eastern railways and their employes 
has been reached The men by the 
agreement signed will receive an av 
erage advance in wages of approxl 
mately 10 per cent The rules and 
working conditions on each of the 
roads remain substantially unchanged 
About 13 000 employes of whom 3 000 
are negroes are affected They in 
dude conductors brakemen baggage

that employes have a right to strike 
when the closed shop rule Is violated 
Pittsburg—According to the latest 
report compiled by the committee on 
welfare more than 24 580 employes of 
the United States Steel corporation 
are stockholders of the company 
their aggregate holdings amounting to 
more than 102 245 shares 


Chicago—The report of Sccietary 
Frank Duffy to the convention of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters is 
a revelation Nearly all of the local 
unions have reported an Increase In 
wages and shortening of hours when 
ever this result lias been attained 
Trade movements of the carpenters 
have been genera! and in amplifying 
the report it is found that in a large 
number of cities there ha3 been an 
average increase In the daily wage 
taking Into consideration the shorten 
ing of hours without reduction in pay 
of 38 4 cents On an approximated 
membership of 200 000 this yields, an 
advance in wages of $76 800 per day 
Computed on 309 working days In 
the year this increase yields $22 631 
200 as a record for one year When 
it is taken into consideration that the 
total sum expended by the Brother 
hood in the year under consideration 
was only $701 166 67 it is revealed 
that th* United Brotherhood of Car 
penters is paying a dividend to its 
members unparalleled by any cor 
porate body engaged in the mercantile 
or any other business in the entire 
world It Is an argument In favor of 
the organization of the workmen that 
cannot be controverted 
Chicago—Thirty teamsters em 
ployed by the Chicago Consolidated 
Bottling company at North Paulina 
and West Kin 2 ie streets quit xsork be 
cause the company had put into uerv 
ice six large auto trucks each of 
which wilt do the work of two teams 
The strike caused alarm to concerns 
througho it the city This is the 
first instance of a strike of team 
sters because of the introduction of 
auto trucks that I have heard of said 
an officer of a teaming concern The 
introduction of auto trucks Is simply 
a logical development in the trans 
portation problem They will not 
throw nearly as many men out of 
their Jobs as did automatic roach n 
ery 

New York—The new 54 hour-week 
labor law' which will affect nearly 
half a million girls women and boys 
Jn New York has gone Into effect 
The law which Is an outgrowth of the 
agitation following the Triangle i 
Shirtwaist Factory fire affected all) 
girls and women and boys under 18 
years old It applies to factories a 
factory being defined as any mill 
workshop or other manufacturing or 
business establishment where one or 
more persons are emploj'ed at labor 
San Francisco—That all city em 
ployea are entitled to a six day week 
in accordance with the state law and 
that there is no good reason why any 
city employe should be compelled to 
work seven consecutive days each 
week is the opinion of Supervisor An 
drew J Gallagher past secretary of 
the San Francisco Labor council »bo 
some time ago introduced into the 
board of supervisors a resolution pro 
viding for one day s rest in seven for 
all city employes 

Boston—The annual report of the 
Boston Elevated Railroad company 
just Isued reflects the strike which 
was called on that system June 7 
The worst effect so far as the com 
pany s revenue Is concerned oc 
curred during the early stages of the 
strike when the so called strike 
breakers pocketed the greater part 
of the proceeds collected The net 
result was a deficit of $491 600 after 
the payment of 8 per cent on the 
company s capital 

Hazleton Pa —The linemen of the 
Harwood Electric company the big 
concern that is supplying current 
from here o towns In this section of 
the state within a radius of forty 
miles received notice of a wage ad 
vance Heretofore they got $2 50 a 
day and 1 ad no limit of hours In 
the future they will be paid 33 centB 
an hour They work no fewer than 
eight ho ns a day There was talk of 
a strike in case the demands had 
been turned down 

Chicago—The Illinois Central Rail 
road company was sued by James II 
Wilkerson United States attorney 
for violations of the sixteen hour reg 
ulations for railroads The prosecu 
tions were recommended by Attorney 
General Wiclcersham and s igge«.ted 
by tl e Interstate commerce commis 
eion The suit is of ten counts and 
c larges the malntei ance of crews on 
trains between Mounds and East St 
Louis Ill for more than sixteen con 
secutive hours

ment company s employes was the no 
tice posted in which the company 
granted a 10 per cent raise In Wages 
The men affected are at the Martin s 
Creek and Alpha N J plants 

Boston —Firma employing more than 
80 per cent of the members of Bos 
ton Upholstereis Union 53 hav< con 
ceded the new union scale of a 
minimum of $21 for the 47 hour 
work week The members are still on 
strike at 12 places The strike is en 
tering its fourth w r eek 

Baltimore —Resolutions providing 
that no member of the Cigarmakers 
International union should belong to 
the National Ci\ic Federation were 
defeated at the convention here The 
vote against the resolutions was 235 
to 95 Samuel Gompers led the fight

Wizards of football the men who 
devjse the plays and direct the big 
college elevens are facing a proposl 
tion this fall that has never been pre 
seated before In the history of the 
sport that of mapping out a defense 
that will be in two places at tin 
same time and that can cover a terrl 
tory which may extend over almost 
the field While the red leal departure 
from the old smashing game that 
came with the change In the rules in 
1905 gave trouble to the coaches for 
a season or two the present revival of 
the regulations promises to give them 
even more worries 
During the career of the forward 
pass the twenty yard zone placed a 
limitation upon the hurling proclivt 
ties of the offensive team that could 
be governed by the secondary de 
fense of the opponents backfleld It 
was comparatively easy for the backs 
stationed as they were behind the line 
of scrimmage and near the ends to 
block the forward passes But with 
abolishment of the twenty yard zone 
the secondary defense is left without 
a base to work from Now it will he 
possible to paBs the hall as far for 
ward as the team pleases which 
means practically as far as a swift 
end can travel while opposing team 
Is being blocked To the secondary 
defense or to some new arrangement 
of defense will be left the task of 
stopping such plays and judging by 
the speed of the ends that was dis 
played last season It will not be an 
easy one 

On the other hand the game as pre¬ 
dicted from the new rules offers ex 
ceptlonal opportunities for a modified 
form of the old line smashes With 
four trials tb make the required ten 
yards instead of the three downs,, this 
jears game promises the use of the 
plunging play Plunging under the 
three down rule and with assistance 
prohibited gave little opportunity for 
long gams where the defense was 
fairly strong Now with an additionel 
trial^just that much more chance is 
brought in play And besides the sec 
ondary defense bids fair not to haie 
Its strong position immediately back 
of the line and ready to stop any back 
who tackles This defense will be 
watching for long forward passes and 
the work of playing thirty yards down 
the field and Immediately back of cen 
ter seems Impossible „ 

So it is indeed a problem and one 
that will be watched with interest by 
every lover of the gridiron game That 
*uch geniuses as Fielding H Yost and 
Walter Camp have already formed 
3ome plan goes without saying They 
have always had plans way in ad 
vance But for the average rooter 
and the coach of less ability the situ 
ation is far from clear and probably 
will not be till the masters have

People are inclined to cm He at 
praise of the daguerreotypo of our 
grand fathers said a pho f J£apher 
the other day but I want to Lay that 
the photogiaph of the present day is 
no improvement on It for artistic del 
icacy for beauty and for quality In 
subtJet) of likeness nothing ever nas 
equaled the daguerreotype of seventy 
years ago and tho©e who possess any 
of them should treasure them as the 
choicest heirlooms 

Most styles move in cycles and it 
is the same with photographs Many 
photographers are taking up the 
daguerreotype Again In view of the 
advance In photography it i9 now 
possible to make daguerreotypes that 
are permanent for the originals were 
wont to fade when exposed to light 
That s why they were always put in 
covered cases 

There is at lea©t one very good 
reason for the daguerreotype being bet 
ter and that is that there is nothing 
b t the camera lens bet\ een the sub¬

radiate an interminable series of birch and fir 
clad gules The Tao river sharply divides this 
type of country from the low bare cultivated 
slopes where Taochow lies From the summit of

subject to the viceroy of Shensi and Kansu This 
personagejesldes at Lanchow When wo arrived 
at the capital the prince and about two hundred 
men (h* Ays no tribute to China but mu*t sup 
ply two thousand irregular cavalry if called 
upon) were away in the hills fghting the T e pu 
a wild aboriginal tribe who infest the ccuntn to 
the south of the Mlnshan mountains These in 
teresting people are divided into fourteen clans 
and are much dreaded by the Chinese who only 
venture through their country once a year They 
then organize a big caravan of merchants with 
guards and get through as quickly as possible 
The Tepu are very hostile to strangers and it 
would probably be as much as one s possessions 
were worth to venture into their territory alone 
A clan protects Its own friends and the friends of 
its chief but not the friends of another^clan who 
are looked on as legitimate prey When they 
hold a stranger In great affection and reverencp 
they have a custom of regarding bin a3 their 
adopted father As an illustration of their char 
acter the prime minister of the late Prince of 
Chonf being adopted as father by about forty 
Tepu went alone among them to retrieve the 
grand chi ldretu of a Christian convert whom they 
had kidnapped All the king s horses and all the 
kings men w r ere powerless but this one map 
because he was their friend safely entered their 
country and returned with the children They are 
not agriculturists but live chiefly by barter and 
come into Chonl occasionally for provisions 1 
saw a number of them later on Including a lama 
who performed a monotonous and somewhat 
senseless dance for our edification At times 
they dash down in a sudden raid as the Chon 
jans are watering their horses and livestock at 
the river and whirl them away Into C e hills be¬ 


fore their owners have time to recover from their 
astonishment One of their priests was Impris 
oned by the prince In his yamen Six of them 
set out to rescue him and had thq impudence 
and courage to go and cook their food in t?ie yard 
of the yamen So much for the Tepu! 

We spent some days in Chonl and on Septem 
her 11th left for the little village of Archuen 
thirty miles to the south where we were the pay 
ing guests of one Cliishi He was a keen hunter 
a little thin wiry man with a pleasant face 
The Thibetan houses are far cleaner and more 
tidily kept than those of the Chinese We occu 
pied the la-ge family room which they all con 
tain and were really very well off Our hostess 
a most masterful lady who ruled her husband 
with a rod of iron had to be warned not to In 
vade the sanctity of our chamber at certain 
hours otherwise she and the re6t of the village 
crowded to what they considered a show organ 
ized by a beneficent Providence for their especial 
benefit in and out of season 

Our object in coming to Archuen was to secure 
beads of the wild sheep of western Kansu Dr 
J A C Smith our companion sent home a sped 
men wh ch the natives brought him early in 
1911 but so far as I am aware it has not hith 
erto been secured by a white man in this par 
ticular part of"China Mr It KIngdon Ward has 
erroneously described it as Ovis Hodgson! but 
this it most certainly is not A full grown male 
stands about three feet at the shoulder and 
weighs approximately one hundred and fifty 
pounds (I give later the measurements of one 
which I subsequently shot) The horns are 
smooth growing more or less at right angles to 
the skull and curving upwards and outwards at 
the tips The animals are handsomely marked 
with black on the forelegs with a white patch 
on the knee A black stripe mns up the hind 
legs to the point of the thigh The hocks are 
also black The chest of the older rams is of a 
similar color speckled with white on the neck 
the black marking extends between the fore legs 
There is a black stripe on the side extending from 
the point of the thigh to a point short of the el 
bow The tip of the tall Is black The general 
color Is gray brown though In certain aspects 
there is a decidedly blue tinge The muzzle is 
dark to a lir^ between the eyes turning to a red 
brown tone at the edges w'here it merges into the 
general gray tone of the face Very closely allied 
to the burhel of India (Ovis natura) I cannot be 
certain if they are identical It Is difficult to 
compare the tw'o from photographs but from 
the remarks of local hunters it would certainly 
appear that there are differences particularly in 
tfre shape of the horns After a weeks hunting 
from Archuen we decided to move so as to bo 
closer to our ground George had got on the 
track of a herd containing three rams while I 
had seen a lot of nine headecl by a single ram 
with one horn George located his herd on an 
extremely steep rocky ridge which thrust itself 
from a grass slope above the river The ledges 
were sprinkled wdth firs and rhododendrons 
which added considerably to the difficulties of the 
task He slept out on one occasion beneath a 


ledge of rock' 
with his hunter 
climbed above 
the sheep and 
would certainly 
have got a shot 
had not the lat¬ 
ter unnecessar¬ 
ily exposed him 
self at a critical 
moment and 
sent the herd 
careering off 
all of which 
George explain 
ed in a short 
note reminis¬ 
cent of Mr 
Pepys at hi» 
best He never 
got onlerma 
with them 
again I had 

seen nothing since my first day out so we moved 
five or six miles to the ea6t 
The w-eather was very changeable and we ex 
perienced snow hall thunder rain and mist In 
disagreeable succession On September 25th 1 
reached camp Just as It was getting dark to find 
that the twd shots I had heard in the forenoon 
were the heralds of success and that George had 
secured a very pretty head 1 had an alternation 
of good and bad luck for spying a ram at 7 30 
I had my stalk spoiled by three miserable medl 
cine diggers followed him all day had four dis 
tlnct stalks missed him once and finally killed 
him at five o clock In the evening 
The horns measured 20 Inches in length 12 
Inches in circumference and 28 Inches from tip to 
tip This of course is small in length for an 
Indian burhel but good in other respects The 
native hunters declare that the heads In this dis 
trlct never attain to very much greater length 
and Dr Smith tells me that the head which bo 
Bent to England was somewhat thicker In cir¬ 
cumference but not bo long and much more 
clumsy In appearance All of which would seem 
to prove that his was an older ram which had 
worn down the tips of his horm^whlle my sped 
men is probably that of a rather younger beast 
very nearly if not quite in his prime 
He certainly was not at all strong smelling 
which is a characteristic of the Indian variety, 
though George said he noticed a distinct odor 
from the herd The native hunters declare that 
these sheep rut in January and that the lambs are 
dropped In May If this is so the best rams- 
were probably still on higher ground which we 
had not time to reach

Yet such is the case and perhaps 
It may be more surprising to learn 
that during the summer months the 
climate is mild and equable although 
the extierae northern part of the 
country is north cf the arctic circle 
says a w'riter in the Dundee Courier 
Last year I spent four months in 
this historical and romantic Island 
the Inhabitants of which still keep to 
their ancient customs in language 
dress and government 
The latter although nominally Dan 
ish as the king of Denamrk has the 
veto have since 1S03 had their own 
minister who under the direction of' 
a parliament which meets every two 
years looks after the affairs of the 
country The crown has not yet once 
exercised the right to dismiss or 
amend any of the bills passed by the 
althlng since the pract caily home 
rule bill of 1903 was passed 
During my visit the one hundredth 
anniversary cf the birth of Jon Sigurds 
eon the great patriot who established 
Tree trade with all nations in 1854 
was held and the opportunity taken 
to open the ne r university Former 
Btudents had to study at Copenhagen 
or other recognized universities bu* ;

almost the only means of travel 
ing as there are no railways in the 
country A few had 1 ttle carts decor 
att d with shrubs and artificial flowers 
After the ceremony which took place 
In the parliament house (the univer 
sity proper is in the parliament house 
but there are several classrooms in 
various parts of the town) the may 
or made a short speech after which 
the band struck up the Icelandic na 
tional anthem a very weird and dole 
ful tune 

Rej kjav k an Up to Date Capital 
A procession was then formed 
headed by the band playing the Dan 
Ish national anthem followed by 
the foreign consuls who were all In 
uniforms the town and county coun 
cilors the decorated cars and little

One of the two large and comfort 
ible hotels boasts of excellent music 
In the resttaurant ever> evening both 
summer and winter

70 000 inhabitants on the island of 
vhich 11 000 reside in Reykjavik 
It is not generally known that Ice 
and and nit Britain Is the mother of 
wliaments In 929 a representative 
arliament was constituted and Us 
irst meeting was held at Thingvellir 
great sunken plane between two 
va rifts with TJiingvalla lake before 
t and the giganiie Broadshield moun 
ain looking down upon it 
Thingvellir which is thirty five 
miles distant from Reykjavik has a 
weird and indescribable beauty and 
ascination of it* own There are 
I nany rifts and fissures in the lava cov 
I ered plains whiqh make it danger 
jus for strangers to roam without a 
mide Many of these rifts in the 
ava rock are almost hidden by the 
undergrowth and an unwary step 
a ight prec pitate one forty feet into 
Ice cold water of an unknown depth 
f Quite Close to the inn and the par 
lonage is the largest nft In the cen 
,er of this is the Rock of Law s which 
s almos an island where nearly 1 OOQ 
rears ago laws were made and judg 


ments passed Further south a 
detached rock Is known as the blood 
stone where for certain offenses the 
baells' of criminals were broken and 
the bodies were thrown into the deep 
transparent water which rises from 
some subterranean source and runs 
from the rift underground toward the 
lake 

The mins of the booths where the 
members of the thing or parliament 
and where at time9 long ago the 
heroes of the Sagas dwelt are still 
visible 

Iceland an Anglers Paradise 

The ThingvaJIa lake teems with 
tTout and char as do almost all the 
lakes and rivers In Iceland The 
riverB mostly belong to farmers who 
own their own land and who charge 
/ from 1 to 2 kroner (1 kroner is equal 
to about 25 cents) a day per rod 
Trout of from one to five pounds are 
plentiful and it is a rare occasion in 
deed when one does not return with 
a full basket 

There are a number of salmon rlv 
ers the best of which is the Lax as 
near Reykjavik which is let to an 
Englishman but excellent sport can 
be got in remoter districts at a mod 
erate charge 

In ,She season excellent shooting 
pan obtained No license is re 
quired and the farmers generally give 
permission to shoot over their land 
Ptarmigan snipe whimbrel plover 
ducks and wild swan abound 

Among the trips which can be tak 
en from Reykjavik are Thingvellir 
and Hekla the latter about 5 000 feet 
above sea level which Is the highest 
volcanic mountain In Iceland and as 
late as 1878 was In eruption and did 
a great deal of damage to the sur 
bounding farms Fortunately no lives 
were lost It commenced on Septem 
ber 2 and lasted over four months 
the ashes actually being carried aa 
far as Shetland 

Excellent accommodation can be 
had at the Parsonage Fellsmuli II 
is usual however to take several 
pack ponies as well as riding ponies 
to carrv tents and other equipment to 
camp out If the Great geyser is in 
eluded the trip will last at least a 
week 

There Is an inn near the geyser 
where a bed can be obtained and 
soap purchased Strange to say the 
Great geyser will sometimes not con 
descend to spout unless he receive* 
from 20 to 60 pounds of soap and 
then, he may remain sulky for a full 
week or even longer but on occasions 
he may spurt several times a day 
Why the soap affects him is unknown 
and likely will remain unknown for all 
time coming 

On the main country roads cara 
vans of pack ponies from five to 
twelve in number are frequently met 
with The ponies are tied head to 
tail that is the leader will have a 
rope attached to bis tail which is 
fastened to the bridle of the following 
pony and so on and sometimes cows 
and goats are included 

Punctuality is not a strong point 
with the Icelanders a few hours here 
or there making no difference in keep 
ing appointments Taking them all 
round however they are a good na 
tured and extremely intelligent lot 
and certainly put the average British 
er to «hame in their knowledge of 
languages nearly all speaking Danish 
and English as well as their own 
The recognized guides Ure highly ed 
ucated and cultured men who can be 
relied upon to provide good ponies 
riding saddles and pack saddles a 

Iceland has no trees with, the ex 
ception of two or three small wood* 
on the east coast The government 
has been endeavoring to c Itivate 
pines and firs near Reykjavik hut 
hitherto have met with but little sue 
cess 

In Pveykjavik there Is a large arid 
handsome museum which from an 
antiquarian point of view lb of Im 
mense interest Among its collection! 
are many manuscripts belonging to the 
old Sat,a writers Under the sams 
roof is a natural history collection 
embracing specimens of all the ani 
mals birds and fiBh in Iceland There 
is also a splendid library and a good 
reading room with some thousands ol 
books of reference In Icelandic Ena 
llsh German and French

dence 

Oh you can clean it easily with 
French chalk the saleswoman says 
airily—but you cant and there will 
be sad sights in connection u ith those 
white plush hats a little later when 
soot and dust have done their worst 
While they are clean however they 
are soft and pretty and becoming and 
Cassandra was a deservedly unpopu

There are two kinds of plush one 
with thick soft velvet like pile and 
one with longer nap and a little more 
of the look of silk beaver The latter 
is the one more often used for the 
dress hat and there is frequently ?

PLANS FOR OLYMPIC GAMES 


Congress of International CommJttei 
Called for Meeting at Lausanne 
—Standardize Events 

A special congress of the interna 
tionai Olympic committee has been 
called for the f{rst week of next May 
and the location announced i3 Lau 
sanne Switzerland The conclave 
will have for its main object the re¬ 
construction of the present Olympic 
program and it is understood that the 
events selected will become standard 
for all future games This congress 
is being organized by a speejal com 
mittee composed of the leading pro¬ 
fessional men of Lausanne and the 
Swi«s confederation has signified its 
Intention of giving a helping hand to 
entertain the visitors 

Not alone will the program of the 
games be discussed at length but 
there will be a number of interesting 
papers read on the psychology and 
physiology of the sport in all its as 
pects The nations wishing to offer 
suggestions as to the events will have 
to do so two months in advance and 
these will have to be in the form of 
a manuscript which can be in the 
language of the country offering the 
suggestion Suould a man in making 
the suggestion not wish to use his 
own language he will have the option 
of using English No paper must ex 
ceed 3 000 words Arthur I Ireland of 
45 Avenue DOuchy Lausanne will 
have charge of all communications 
and he will furnish Information about 
the congress the papers to be sub¬ 
mitted and tbe general routine of 
business
